Y our laft accounts of the Ai/ied and 
Freneb armies in GERMANY, the 
former was incamped about two miles 
from Gieffen on the river Lahne, which 
was in its front, with the right at Ko- 
theim, and the Jeft at Weimar, Pr.

Majeity fet out from Naples for his new 
kingdom, with the combined Spanith 
and Neapolitan fquadrons. That fame 
morning, betore his departure, he abdi- 
cated the crown of the Two Sicilies in 
favour of Prince Ferdimand, bis third 
fon Prince Charles, his fecood, being 
now to be confidered as piclumptive 
heir to that of Spain. His Catholic 
Majelty lately nominated Don Ettevan 
formerly bis ambalfador at the 
court of Madrd, and Don Richard 
Wall, Heutenant-gencral of the armies 
of Spain, and firtt feeretary of Mate, to 
be two of his ceuntellors of ftate. 

Advices from difler) much. 
From Naples they write, that their 
troops are recalled trom the frontiers, 
and that every thing wears the appear- 
ance of peace. They advile froin Rome, 
that his Catholic Majeliy has great pro- 
jects in view, and that an army of 
40,000 men will be the contiant eftas 
blifhment of the Two Sicilies. Letters 
From Atlan fiy, that as by the late 
King of Spain’s death, his Sardinian Ma- 
jelty has an indubitable right to the 
duchy or Placentia, it is thought he will 
not lole any time in takiny polleiiion or 
it, for which no conjuncture can be more 
favourable than the pretent. Nay, fome 
advices bear, that bis troops were in 
motion, tor that purpote, as was rec- 
koned. On the contrary, aflurances are 
given from 7uria, that ail this is utter- 
hy repugnant to truth, and that his Ma- 
jetty is far from intending to dilturb the 
repofe of Italy. 

According toaccounts from Rome, the 
Pope created twenty three new cardi- 
nals ou the 24th of September. Soon 
after, feveral prelates, diffatished that 
they were not comprehended ia the pro- 
motion, had a long conference with the 
Bifhop of Laon, the French ambaflador 
at the Holy Sce, the ambafJador of 
Malta, the Cardinal de Scizrra Colonna, 
M. de Camillac, and Mi. d’Aquava. At- 
ter the aflembly broke up, the Bifhop of 
Laon difpatched an expres to Veriailles.

It may perhaps by fome people be ima- 
gined, that a vatt exportation of corn 
is a certain national advantage, becaufe 
it brings a great deal of money into the 
kingdom; and confequently that the 
more it increafes, the more flourifhing 
our condition mult be. But 1 mutt ob- 
ferve, that our exportation of corn may 
be increafed by a very fatal change m 
our circumftances. It may at firft, and 
for fome time, be increaled, by a de- 
cav in our trade and manufa@tures. The 
more thefe decay, the more our agricule 
ture will, for fome years, increaic; be- 
caule ovr Jandholders and farmers will 
bave the more fervants, and at the 
cheaper wages; as «any of our poor, 
who formerly fubfifted trade and ma- 
nuticture, muft then, for a fcanty fublilt- 
ence, betake themleives to agriculture. 
But wany of thern will, by degrees, go 
abroad, or ftarve for want at home; 
aud the tewer conlumers of corn we 
have at home, the more we may cer- 
tainly export abroad: the contequence 
of which will be, that all the money 
we receive for our corn exported, anda 
great deal more, mutt be fent abroad 
again, for the neceifarics and luxuries 
we mult have trom foreign countries ; 
fo that in a few years we fhall have no 
gold or filver left amongft us ; and then 
our agriculture, as well as every other 
branch of trade, moft decay. It were 
therefore to be wilhed, that we had in 
this kingdom, as they have in Hol- 
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land, fuch a number of cities and towns, 
and thofe cities and towns {o populous 
that all the corn our country could, by 
the mott extenfive and bett-improved a. 
griculture, produce, could not fufice tg 
aniwer our home confumption of that 
neceilary commodity. So far then is 
the increafe of our exportation of corn 
from being a certain fign of our being 
in a flourifhing condition, that it may 
be a fign of the direét contrary: and 
this it will be, it, for the preient inter- 
elt of our landholders, we thould ep- 
courage the exportation of our corn, to 
the prejudice of our trade and manv- 
factures.

Trial might be made in thefe me- 
nagerics of what is related of the troops 
of diferent animals, who for want of 
Water aflemble on the banks of the rivers 
in Atrica, and there couphiag, frequents 
ly produce moniters.

On ibe the comet bepan to ap- 
lithe more than two degrees high. It 
was tulpter and more dtm than on the 
day betore, perhaps on account of the 
moon-hoht, and the twilight, and could 
not be pere eived without great difficulty. 

On the 18th, though the iky was per- 
fectly ferene, the comet could not be 
perceived ; and the obferver could only 
account for his dilappotntment trom the 
brightnels of the moon, aud the tlrony 
mormng-twilight.

Its preat increafing S. latitude would

Upon infpecting this di@ionary, 
he was greatly furprited to find a figure 
that very much refembled one of the 
Phenictan letters in Barthclemy’s alpha 
bet. This awakeved his attention toa 
new object; and, upon a firther fearch, 
he found proof cf the ccrivation 
of the Chinefe letters from the Phent- 
cians, as at once convinecd and alto- 
nibed him. His etlay therefore is an 
attempt to fhow, that the Chinefe cha- 
racters are nothing more than mono- 
erams, or cyphers, formed ot three Phe. 
nician Jetters apd that the readings 
them produces Phenicnin or Egyptian 
founds. But, as an introduction to tis 
drguiments, it is ne ellary to give a fhort 
account ot Barthelemy’s memoir. 
‘There ave preferved at Malta two ta- 
bles of marble, on each of whict 
are two inicriptions, ore in Phenicion, 
and one in Greek; and both the Phe- 
nician and Greek mleriptons are the 
fame on both marbles. An maccurate 
copy of thele infertptions came by fome 
accident into the hands of the late Car- 
dial Polignae, and was by him com- 
municaied to the academy. After fe- 
veral dillcrent conjectures concerning the 
meaning of thele interiptions, the Count 
de Caylus procured models ot the mar- 
bles in plaifler; upon which Barthele- 
iny immediately began to work, and 
was foon convinced, that the Greek in- 
feription was a tranflation of the Phe 
nician, differing only in the names, 
The Greek, according to his interpre. 
tulion, inports, that Denys and Se= 
rapion, both ef the city of Tyre, and 
both fons of Serapion, erected the ma- 
nument in queflion to fercules, furna- 
med drchegetes, or the teader:” the 
Phenician he tranflates thus; “ Abdaf- 
far, and his breather Afcremor, the fons 
of Abdailar, have made this vow to their 
lord Meicarth, the tutehar divinity of 
Tyre; may he biets them in ther une 
certain courfes,” or “ may he blefs them 
atter they have gone aftray.””
